The undersigned, Howard A. Zucker, M.D., J.D., Commissioner of Health, 
pursuant to New York Public Health Law §230, upon the recommendation of a 
Committee on Professional Medical Conduct of the State Board for Professional Medical 
Conduct, has determined that DORON FELDMAN, M.D., Respondent, New York license 
number 191612, was found guilty of committing an act constituting a felony under federal 
law. 

It is, therefore: 

ORDERED, pursuant to New York Public Health Law §230(12)(b), that effective 
immediately, DORON FELDMAN, M.D., shall not practice medicine in the State of New 
York or in any other jurisdiction where that practice is predicated on a valid New York 
State license to practice medicine. 

ANY PRACTICE OF MEDICINE IN VIOLATION OF THIS COMMISSIONER’S 
ORDER SHALL CONSTITUTE PROFESSIONAL MISCONDUCT WITHIN THE 
MEANING OF NEW YORK EDUCATION LAW §6530(29) AND MAY 
CONSTITUTE UNAUTHORIZED MEDICAL PRACTICE, A FELONY, DEFINED 
BY NEW YORK EDUCATION LAW §6512.

notice, will provide, at no charge, a qualified interpreter of the deaf to interpret the 
proceedings to, and the testimony of, any deaf person. Pursuant to the terms of New 
York State Administrative Procedure Act §401 and 10 N.Y.C.R.R. §51.8(b), the 
Petitioner demands, hereby, disclosure of the evidence that Respondent intends to
